LEGION TO AID 
VET'S REBURIAL 


A letter from a “Gold Star Mother" 
in a Philadelphia newspaper that 
her son's body cannot be placed in 
a pennsylvania military cemetery 
brought a quick response from the 
local legion post. 
The letter stated that the mother 
was anxious lo bring the body of her 
son, who died in the w-ar and was 
buried overseas, back to Pennsyl­ 
vania. She wrote the quarterm aster’s 
departm ent and was told th at there 
was only one cemetery for veterans 
in Pennsylvania.

Sometime during the morning of 
March 24 Simmons went to tile 
home of Staley who lives in a room 
in the former naval barracks at Me­ 
chanicsburg. Simmons is said 
to 
have asked Staley "W hat about go­ 
ing to Aspers?" and Staley agreed. 
Since they had only a few dollars 
between them, according to their 
confessions, they secured a suit be­ 
longing to Simmons and "hocked'’ 
it for $5 in Harrisburg in order to 
finance their expedition. 
Searched for Ilumpcrt Home 
Sometime late in the afternoon of 
March 24 they left Harrisburg in 
Simmons’ 1941 Ford cabrolet, drove 
to Mechanicsburg, from there they 


know Humpert. but 
finally, they 
said "some old man said he knew 
Humpert" and gave them directions 
They then drove out the Carlisle 
pike to the Gardners crossroads and 
.started up the Mf. Tabor road to­ 
ward Peach Glen They drove past 
Hunvpert's house to look the situa­ 
tion over and decided at first that he 
could have no money because of the 
apparent poverty of the place. 
They retraced their path to the 
Carlisle road after turning around 
and then put the top up on the cab­ 
rolet.

Bought Liquor Here 
Finally, on the afternoon of March 
24. they decided to abandon the 
project and drove into Gettysburg 
While here they had a local resident 
purchase whiskey tor them at the 
state liquor store and took several 
drinks. About 10:30 o'clock Monday 
evening, March 24, they decided to 
return to tile Humpert home. 
They drove to Idaville and then 
turned in the Peach Glen road and 
back the G ardners road to the Hum­ 
pert fiouse. They parked a little east 
of the driveway into the Humpert 
house at first and became mired in 
mud, 
Simmons pushed the car and they 
raced the motor to back up out of 
the mud. Fearing they had been dis­ 
covered they then waited silently 
for a while, but heard, or saw no one. 
Took Hammer Along 
Staley pm on gloves. His job. ac­

Squeaks In Stairs 
Are Easily Stopped 


Sooner or later the stairs in al­ 
most every house develop creaks 
and this can become one of the m a­ 
jor annoyances in a home. 
In 
older 
houses, 
squeaks 
are 
caused by loosening of the wedges 
which hold the treads and risers in 
grooves cut into a board attached to 
the wall. This usually ran be rem e­ 
died by nailing the tread to the riser. 
Use two-inch finishing nails, driv­ 
ing them at an angle through the 
tread into the riser. Two nails driven 
at opposite angles midway of tile 
tread ordinarily will suffice.
